stalk it—the atom tiger and the 
hydrogen lion. 

Now comes William Laurence, 
the distinguished science reporter 


of the New York Times, with a | 


J uly Draft 


book, “The Hell Bomb,” dealing 
with these beasts. Mr. Laurence 
was the only newspaper man 
present when the atom bomb 
was exploded at Los Alamos, New 
Mexico, in the Summer of 1945. 
He was the only newsman al- 
lowed along on the atomic raid 
on Nagasaki. 


The jungle is real. So are the 
beasts. 

But, man is stubborn. 

It is a good thing he is, be- 
cause it will require that of him 
to survive. 

The jungle is the more real be- 
cause the Soviet likely knows as 
much as we about the hell bomb. 
He has that knowledge from the 
spy, Fuchs, from Britain. who 
was in on all the planning of the 
atom bomb and was there with 
his dark soul watching the Los 
Alamos explosion in 1945. It 
was his’ capture and conviction 
which caused President Truman 
to order us to go ahead on the 
H-bomb. 


Mr. Laurence thinks we should 


hurry on it. He believes we need | 


it not to win a third world war, 
but to prevent one. 

He looks ahead and sees science 
just now in the stage of crude 


beginnings from which.we shall | 


lock possibly 40 years from now 
with amusement and tolerant 
understanding at our amazement 


over such crude and primitive | 


weapons and tools. 


Heaven, Hell 


But he does not minimize the 
possibilities. They may lead us 
to hell or heaven. There is the 
very real possibility of lethal dust 
from the hydrogen bombs: of 
a chain reaction which might 
wipe out all life and make of the 
earth one of the bluest and 
brightest of stars. 

His- book is an explanation of 
the two bombs which a layman 
may understand. For example, 
“atoms are so small that if a drop 
of water were magnified to the 
size of the earth the atoms in 
the drop would be smaller than 
oranges,” or “When you light a 
cigarette you employ both fission 
and fusion or you don’t smoke. 
The first fission and fusion take 
place in the lighting of the match, 
the cellulose in the match 
(whether it is wood or paper) 
being fissioned (that is, split into 
its component atoms of carbon 
and hydrogen). These atoms are 
then fusioned with the oxygen in 
the air. The same thing happens 
when the tobacco catches fire.” 


He concludes: “For the next 
three years and possibly 
for a considerably longer period, 
‘the initiative, as far as atomic 
weapons are concerned, will re- 
main with us. Let us therefore 
be done with all visionary plans 
for destroying the shield that 
protects civilization as we know 
it, and proceed to build bigger 
and better shields, hoping there- 
by to prevent the ultimate cat- 
aclysm ... the outlook is not 
bright, but our strength, physical 
and spiritual, should give us faith 
that the forces of good will pre- 
vail in the end over the forces of 
evil . . . that the four freedoms 
will triumph over the Four 
Horsemen of the Apocalypse.”

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Author Sinclair Lewis 
Dies in Italian Clinic

ROME, Jan. 10—(AP)—Sinclair Lewis, who made a for-. 


tune writing realistic novels about Main Street, U.S. A,, 
died in Rome Wednesday from a weakened heart after a bout 


with bronchial pneumonia. He was 65. 

The lanky red-haired author 
came last year to spend his last 
days in Rome, where he wrote his 
NObel prize-winning “Babbitt” 
and met his second wife, Dorothy 
Thompson, the correspondent and 
columnist. 

Except for hospital attendants 

at Villa Electra Clinic, he was 
alone when death came at dawn. 
Suffering from a .chronic heart 
gilment, he was taken ill with 
pneumonia Dec. 31. He _ sur- 
mounted the pneumonia crisis, 
but the strain proved too much 
for his heart. 

A native of Sauk Cenfer, a lit- 
tle town of 3,000 in Minnesota, & 

Lewis wrote 22 books, most of ; 

them best-sellers, and nearly all 
of them a challenging picture of 
the culture, morals and provin- 
cial pattern of the small town of 
Midwest America. 

His most famous, “Main Street,” 
published in 1920, made him a 
celebrity overnight. “Babbitt,” 
published in 1922, won him the 
1930 Nobel Prize and added a 
new word to the dictionary. Web- 
ster’s says it is a word to de- 
scribe in a derogatory sense a per- 
son who “conforms to the respect- 
able materialism of his class.” | 

“Arrowsmith,” “Elmer Gantrysa 
“Dodsworth,” “It Can’t Happen 
Here.” “Kingsblood Royal,” “Cass 
Timberlane.”. “The .Man Who 
Knew Coolidge,” “Ann Vickers,” 
and “Prodigal Parents” were 
among other better known books. 
Through nearly all of them flowed 
the theme of life on the main 
street of a small Middle Western 
town. 

Together, critics said, they es- 
fablished Lewis as one of the great 
social historians of his genera-.

{ TEACHER 38 YEARS 


Miss J essie Lowe Chosen 
Woman Educator of 1950

Miss Jessie Lowe, whose 38 years as a teacher in Atlanta schools 
have been devoted to helping students become better citizens, has been 
named Atlanta’s Woman of the Year in Education for 1950. 


The blue-eyed, warmhearted, 
disarmingly friendly teacher is 
credited with developing the 
eighth grade citizenship course 
which was added to the curricu- 
lum of Atlanta schools when they 
Were reorganized several years 
ago. 

As Dr. Wallace Alston, chairman 
of the WOTY Education Commit- 
tee, put it: 

“Miss Lowe has successfully de- 
veloped the course, secured the 
necessary materials and trained all 
new teachers in the schoo! system 
in eighth grade citizenship... 
thereby setting the pattern for the 
community school.” 


He described Miss Lowe as “a 
master teacher ...a friend of hun- 
dreds of Atlanta young people who 
have been influenced by her strong 
Christian character and her vig- 
orous personality ...a pioneer in 
modern methods of teaching social 
sciences ...an author of-note... 
and a practical leader who has 
been instrumental in developing a 
better type of citizenship in this 
committee.” 

Miss Lowe shrugs her shoulders 
at praise and says simply: 

“I love teaching. I love young 
people. I believe in teaching my 
students to know their community 
and work for its betterment.” 

Miss Lowe is head of the social 
science department at Bass High 


School, where she has taught since | 


924. 

She began teaching in 1912 in 
the old Edgewood School and later 
served as assistant principal of 
the Moreland Elementary School. 

In 1947 Miss Léwe was made 


co-ordinator for community citi- 3 
schools of. 


zenship in all public 
Atlanta. She has served continu- 
ously since 1923 as chairman of 
curriculum committees in Atlanta 
public schools. 

Miss Lowe is the author of a 
“Geography of Georgia.” She was 
on the advisory committee for the 
publication of the current citizen- 
ship textbook, “Building Atlanta’s 
Future.” : 

In her citizenship classes, she 
leads discussions of such commu- 
nity problems as traffic, slum 
clearance and crime. She takes 
her classes to visit City Council 
sessions, City Planning Commis- 
sion meetings and other focal| 
points of community interest.

Senators Bridges, Republican, New Hampshire, and Lyndon 
Johnson, Democrat; Texas, asked Secretary of Defense Marshall 
and his manpower assistant, Mrs, Anna M. Rosenberg, why 
privates or corpomls or even civilians could not be used as 
messengers. 

“Probably because of the high respect for Senatorial com- 
mittees.” Mrs. Rosenberg finally replied, as Senators and spec- 
tators laughed. 

She promised that in the future the Pentagon will use lower 
ranks to deliver its papers. 

Only messengers between the Pentagon and the Capitol 
figured in the exchange.

The Talmadge administration wants to 
go back to the old formula of building 
roads in exchange for votes rather than 


where they are needed. 


That is what is meant. by the priority 


the Senate gave yesterday to a bill which 


would repeal the Talmadge-Gholston High- 
way Reorganization Act. This Act, passed 
at the last session of the General Assem- 
bly, calls for apportionment of secondary 
road funds according to needs of the vari- 
Ous counties. Repealing it would give to 
the Highway Board final determination 
of where and how road funds will be spent. 


The*bill was introduced over the signa- 
tures of 32 Senators and then carefully 
referred to the State of Republic Commit- 
tee for a hearing next Monday. Only 28 
votes is required for passage by the Senate. 
Why should the Committee go through the 
motions of recommending the bill when its 
passage already is assured—unless the peo- 


ple become aroused and demand that the. 


Gholston formula be retained? 


A supplementary bill soon will be intro- 
duced. It will provide for a constitutional 
amendment allocating all gasoline funds 
to the Highway Department. 


The Constitution believes all gasoline 
tax money ought to be spent on roads. 
That is the only fair way. The gasoline 
tax originally was levied for the specific 
purpose of building and maintaining roads, 
but it has proved such a prolific source of 
revenue in recent years that purpose has 
been perverted. 


Nevertheless, we question the wisdom 
of writing into the State Constitution an 
amendment earmarking gasoline taxes for 
highways. We question it all the more 
seriously when that proposal is accom- 
panied by a legislative bill to abolish the 
apportionment of secondary road funds

Mr. Bevin Puts 
The Cart Before the Horse 


The general thinking in this country 
will be that British Foreign Minister Er- 
nest Bevin has put the cart before the 
horse in calling for admission of Commu- 
nist China to the United Nations and then 
beginning negotiations to bring about a 
cease fire in Korea. 

What Mr. Bevin proposes to do is 
reward aggression. 


Communist China already has turned 
down a UN cease-fire proposal. The dic- 
tators of the “New China” have shown 
they are taking orders from Moscow and 
their insistence upon admission to the 
United Nations is merely a pretext for 
refusing to adhere to the demands of that 
organization. Were they to become mem- 
bers, the Communists would find another 
equally flimsy excuse for aggression. Rus- 
sia is a charter member, but that has not 
prevented Moscow from taking over a 
dozen or so countries in Europe. 


To admit Communist China to the 
UN without an iron-clad guarantee of a 
cease fire in Korea and a_ unified, free 
country under UN supervision would be 
complete defeat for the forces of peace. 


The British themselves ought to know 
by now that you cannot do business with 
the Communists any more than you could 
do business with Hitler. Britain recog- 
nized Communist China many months ago. 
Not only has this action gone unrecipro- 
cated, but British representatives in Pei- 
ping are treated with contempt and are 
little better than prisoners-at-large. 

Hong Kong, Britain’s most lucrative 
port in the Far East, which is an island 
ceded to Great Britain more than 100 
years ago, is increasingly threatened with 
attack by Communists from the mainland. 

This country, as Mr. Truman empha- 
sized in his State of the Union address,

among the counties as now provided in the 
Talmadge-Gholston Act. 

Together these two measures—ear- 
marking gasoline tax revenue and repeal 
of the Gholston formula—would give the 
Highway Board absolute control of some 
$50,000,000 a year. The Board could, and 
sometimes would, spend the money where 
it would do the most political good. 

Georgia has seen too much of that kind 
of apportionment of highway funds. Pub- 
lic resentment against political use of high- 
way money was what led to passage of the 
Talmadge-Gholston Bill in the first place. 
To repeal it now, before it even has had 
a chance to get into operation, would be 
cynicism of the worst sort. It would be 
saying Georgia is incapable of getting road 
building out of politics. It would.be to 
say that we like better the old system of 
swapping a few miles of bright new pave- 
ment—which is liable to be blown away 
by a 15-mile-an-hour wind—for a county’s 
votes. 

It would -mean reverting to the prac- 
tice of constructing a few miles of road 
in this and that county with no over-all, 
co-ordinated plan in view. It would_be to 
give up all hope ever of having ‘a real 
highway system. We would have to be 
content with a bit here and a bit there, 
depending on how the various counties 
voted. 

We don’t believe the people of Georgia 
want that. Agitation for many years was 
necessagy before the Gholston formula 
finally was enacted into law last year. It 
has not yet even begun to opérate. But 
there already are well and carefully laid 
plans to kill it. In fact, repeal of the 
Gholston Act is a certainty unless the 
people let their Representatives know in 
no uncertain terms they don’t want to go 
back to the old method of building and 
maintaining roads by political favoritism.

is evidence of good faith. But we do not 
propose to become the victims of a sly 
maneuver. 

Mr. Bevin ought to get out his old 
newspaper clippings and read again the 
story of Munich.

Death Calls 


A Famous Author 


In distant Rome, Italy, Sinclair (Red) 
Lewis, fabulous character, ifascible and 
opinionated, but possessed nonetheless of 


great charm and ability to write, is dead. 


He was 66. He had written 21 books. 
There will be mourning along “Main 

Street,” and “George Babbitt” will head 

up the list of pallbearers, which also will 


include “Arrowsmith,” “Cass Timberlane” 


and “Sam Dodsworth.” The Rev. “Elmer 
Gantry” will not, definitely not, preach the 
funeral oration. Gopher Prairie will no 
doubt put up a plaque to him and in all 
the towns all the wistful Carol Kennicots 
will mourn. 

Sinclair Lewis came into focus during 
the famous ’20s. The young man who had 
started out with an awkwardly written 
novel about an aviator titled “Trail of the 
Hawk” soon followed with “Main Street,” 
which was to become a really great best 
seller and to start furious denunciation of 
Lewis from the women’s clubs of small 
towns. But “Main Street” became a part 
of our language. So did “Babbitt,” which 
was the story of one of the frustrated, 
bewildered, successful businessmen of the 
‘20s with a wife who was even more 
confused. 

His passing reminds us that neither the 
30s nor the 40s matched the ’20s for writ- 
ing. Those were the years when Lewis, 
Hemmingway and F. Scott Fitzgerald held

Cash In On the Rake-Off

mill is the answer of George C. Newberry, of Newberry Landscape Service, to the 

problem of putting fallen leaves to work at soil-building. Dorothy Addy tells the 

story in The Northside News. Nature lover that Mr. Newberry is, he hated to see 

, “=> people rake their lawns each Fall and then light a match and let all that good 

plant food go up in smoke. (The neighbors don’t like that smoke either.) He kept thinking about 

a@ machine that would do the trick. Called on this Fall to dispose ef an unusual amount of leaves, 

he moved in with a hammer mill, put on the extra power it takes to chew the tough cast-offs from 
the oak and hickory and began to turn out high-class mulch by the sackful. 


Prompted by the Addy paragraphs, I called the 
weteran landscaper and asked him about his new 
service. There’s an awful reduction in bulk, he 


told me. when the leaves go through the mill. 


‘A packed-down pickup truck load turns out a 
2\4-bushel sack of pulp. 
- The stuff sells at $1 a sack or $5 a yard, cubic 
yard that is. It may take several yards to supply 
mulch for your yard, depending on the size of the 
yard, lawn, that is. 
- When you get those leaves ground fine, you 
have a mulch comparable to peat moss, much of 
which is shipped in from Germany or from 
Florida. And the cost is*much less than that of 
the imported mulch. Remember that next time 
you start to set fire to a pile of leaves. The New- 
berry company will soon have a portable mill. 
Until such is available, you might try running the 
rake-off from the lawn through the family food 
chopper. _ 

I'll go along, too, on the Addy suggestion for 
a vacuum attachment which would eliminate the 


rake-off.

The Country 
May Take Heart 


WASHINGTON—Few persons will refuse to 
concede that President Truman made a master- 
ful presentation of our domestic and foreign 

problems in the State of the Union message he personally de- 
livered to the joint session of Congress the other day. It will 
no doubt go down as a historic document because of the world 
crisis with which it deals. 

Even his enemies must grant that the speech was on a level 
with the highest American state papers. For courage, compre- 
hensiveness and the conviction it carried in the penetrating 
analysis of crucial world affairs, the message deserves to be rated 
as a masterpiece of construction. 

Nor was there anything lacking in Mr. Truman's delivery, 
making allowance for his peculiar Missouri twang and his short- 
comings as an orator. Whatever deficiency there was in the 
latter respect was amply made up by his zeal and earnestness 
of manner. 


In attestation of this appraisal one needs to cite 
only a small portion of the wealth of favorable 
comment that welled up from Congress. Sen. Alexander Wiley, 
Wisconsin Republican who more often than not has been a strong 
critic of Administration foreign policy, said it was “the greatest 
speech of Mr. Truman's oareer.” Likewise, though in a some- 
what backhanded way, Rep. Clarence J. Brown, Republican of 
Ohio, who is identified with the Taft schodl of Tory conserva- 
tism, commended the speech as “well written.” He found it so 
pleasing, in fact, that he said the President “apparently had a 
new ghost writer.” 

The comment from other congressional sources, particularly 
Democrats, was even more praiseworthy. “Magnificent” was a 
word employed by Sen. Tom Connally, the venerable Texan who 
is chairman of the prestige-laden Senate Foreign Relatians 
Committee. 

The Brown comment suggests an interesting thesis on how 
our far-flung system of Government is run under Mr. Trum@gn's 
direction. The President, of course, does not write his formal 
state messages. No President in modern times ever has. They 
are the product of the collective brain trust that is gathered to- 
gether at the White House, including not only the cabinet, but 
the top-ranking men in Government and the various specialists 
who serve as administrative assistants to the President. 


W ork of Art becomes the task of those surrounding the 
President to translate his action into fitting words. It is like a 
man outlining from his own dreams the type of mansion he 
would build for himself. After the decision is made he turns 
over to an architect the concept of his plans. The experts take 
over and add the touches of precision and execution. The final 
product is a work of art. | 

It should be reassuring to the country to know that in these 
crucial times a similar system is employed by Mr. Truman in 
arriving at the major decisions reached under his administra- 
tion, 

When the President has an important decision to make he 
calls in his cabinet and other competent specialists for discussion 
and consultation. The matter is weighed carefully. Mr. Truman 
is said to be guided always by the collective judgment of his 
collaborators, deferring his own judgment when the majority 
opinion of his advisers is against him. } 

That was not always true of the White House under the late 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt. Often he would confront his 
cabinet with a fait accompli on some decision he had made on 
his own.

Government in our times makes it an almost impossible task 
for any one man to perform. So long as we have able men in 
positions of responsibility and Government decisions are the 
product of collective judgment we should have nothing to fear.

Roads and Politics 


The Editors: An attempt will be made to 
repeal the Highway Department measure passed 
by the last session of: the General Assembly 
and widely known as the Gholston Bill. 

This measure sets up a legislative formula 
for road construction and eliminates political 
roadbuilding in Georgia. It was prepared with 
the co-operation of the ablest engineers of the 
Highway Department, including Roy A. Flint and 
George T. McDonald. It also included Roy Har- 
ris and Walter Harrison representing the Gov- 
ernor, Jim Gillis and Dixon Oxford representing 
the Highway Department and myself represent- 
ing the rural counties of Georgia. 


Roy Harris read the measure word by word, 
line by line and paragraph by paragraph, which 
was approved in like manner by all parties par- 
ticipating in the compromise measure, all of 
whom agreed that it was fair and practical to 
all counties. It was passed unanimously in both 
branches of the Legislature, and had the support 
of many civic organizations, chambers of com- 
merce and almost all of the daily and weekly 
newspapers of Georgia. 

The Gholston Bill provided three essential 
things: 

First, that all existing highway system roads 
and bridges must be properly maintained and 
rebuilt when needed, before money is expended 
on new construction. 


Second, that construction should go into 
those counties where there has been little road- 
building, until a degree of equalization has been 
obtained. 


Third, that road building should follow a 
formula provided by the people’s elected repre- 
sentatives, broadly affecting the entire State, 
and should not be subject to political trafficking. 


There is now a proposal to allocate motor 
vehicle revenue to the Highway Department, 
thus freeing it financially from the control of 
the Legislature and of the Budget Bureau. If 
this is done, without retention of a plan for ‘con- 
struction, the Highway Department could and 
would become the greatest political machine in 
Georgia's history. 

Those who wish their highways properly 
maintained, who wish to end political traffick- 
ing in roads and want highways built where they 
are needed, should resist repeal of the Gholston 
Bill, and insist that its provisions be enforced 
fully. 

The Legislature should not repeal a measure 
of such importance, unanimously passed by the 
last Legislature and having such widespread 
public support, without holding a public hearing. 

I challenge, yes, dare, the Chairman of the 
Highway Board and the opposition to agree to, 
and request a public hearing before a joint ses- 
sion of both branches of the General Assembly. 
The members of the General Assembly and the 
people of this State are entitled to have both 
sides of this important legislation presented to 
them for their consideration. I believe many 
other Georgians sincerely interested in better

What Happened 


To Winter Grazing? ™ 


This column is going to sound rather stone- 

} hearted and for that reason’ I have delayed 

oi! a, ! writing it as long as possible. Like most normal 
humans, I like pr naan things more than harsh things. 


But the time has come to talk plainly about Winter pastures . 
because this Winter has shown us that most of the so- -called 
Winter pastures weren’t so. And there is no reason to fool our- 
selves in this important phase of livestock farming or to be fooled 
by others. 

The reports I get, with but very, very few exceptions, state 
that all of the Fall-planted pasture annuals were killed out by 
the hard freeze. Here and there a few acres of wheat, barley, 
and rye made it through the cold in good shape, but, as every- 
one knows, these are not the dominant pasture crops planted for 
Winter grazing. 


: ‘ Here and there are lucky areas where the 
Bright Spots cold did not actually kill the.oats. There are 
places where rye grass was planted in kudzu duff and this fared 
better than rye grass on barren land. Here and there the crim- 
son clover lived through in Bermuda grass, and so did vetch. But 
these are al] exceptional cases. 


What you and I need to do right now is to go over every 
pasture we have and to make written notes on what was ex- 
pected and what.we actually got. Write it down like it is, not 
like we would like to have it. In pasture No. 1 we planted rye 
grass and crimson clover on Sept. 15 (let us assume). Where 
is it now? Did we lose all of it? Half of it? In pasture No, 2 
we drilled in oats Nov. 1, following cotton. What happened to 
All of it? Half of it? None of it? 

We should do this same thing with ladino clover. With 
manganese bur clover. With alfalfa. With blue lupine (though 
this is not a pasture crop). With caley peas. And then we should 
see what happened to the fescue grass. Did the cold kill out the 
young fescue grass? What about the established fescue grass? 
What about orchard grass? Rescue grass? Harding grass? 


Facts If we don’t have any of these grasses we should find 

out where there is some of it and visit the place where 
it grows. Let’s get the facts this time. No theory, no sympathy; 
just the facts. 

There will be those who will want to forget the terrible toll 
that the cold took of their favorite grass or clover. This is but 
natural. We will be assured that the cold spell was unusual. 
We know that, but we know, too, that what has happened can 
happen again. We are not in the weather-speculating business, 
we’re in the farming business and our money is at stake. 

Let’s get out now, before the weather warms up, and see 
for ourselves what has actually happened t to our Winter Brazing.

Don’t Forget Shelter Clauses 


In America the first of the year is leadership’s time for examination of the 


present and contemplation of the future. The President has made his State of the 
Union address to Congress, and around the nation Governors are speaking of the 


State of the States, and are outlining their. plans. 


In Georgia, Gov. Talmadge has 


addressed the new Assembly and has charted his program for the times. One of 
the common denominators of all these addresses is the need for the nation to pre- 
pare for the safety of its citizens in the event of attack upon this country. One of the last actions 
of the past Congress -was passage of a sweeping Civil Defense Act which provides, among other 


things, 


for assistance to the States in construction of atomic bomb air-raid shelters. 


This shelter 


clause of the Civilian Defense program is drawing some hard knocks. The Governor of-the biggest 
State, Dewey of New York, unloosed the biggest blast on the defense shelters, saying that phase of 


civil- defense was “totally unworkable.” 


Gov. Dewey made his views known at a press 
conference after receiving an official letter from 
Federal Civil Defense Administrator Millard 
Caldwell. This letter informed the Governor that 
New York State with its urban population “a 
key primary target” was entitled to 22.14 percent 
of the national total set aside for shelter building 
on a matching basis. This meant New York could 
get $249,000,000 from the U. S. Government to 
build shelters for its people provided the State 
put up a like amount. 


Dewey said this sum was staggering, and 
pointed out that there was little likelihood 
New York could match such an amount. He 
said the total was only slightly under the 
amount of money required to run the State. 


New York’s Governor said the only chance 
his State would have for financing such a shelter 
program would be construction of dual-purpose 
structures that could double as garages, subways, 
or the like. Under the Federal law, he said, funds 
given States could only be used for shelters that 
had no other function. He declared that any 
shelter which was self-liquidating through other 
uses would be barred from Federal aid. Dewey 
advocated a change in the law. 


Atlanta’s Mayor Hartsfield also has rapped the 
shelter plan. He says the fact the U. S. requires 
States to put up 50 percent of the cost of the 
facilities is a “shirking of the primary function 
of the Government—the defense of the nation.” 
Hartsfield added: 


“I do not think the State of Georgia, Atlanta, 
or any city in Georgia can provide adequate de- 
fenses if 50 percent of the costs must be provided 


locally and if the utility of any structures pro- 
vided ends when the danger has passed.” 


Georgia, naturally, won’t have to match as 
much bomb-shelter money as has been offered 
New York’ State. First, the State’s allotment will 
have to be determined before planning for local 
financing can proceed. 


The Congress in formulating the civil defense 
law gave considerable debate to dual-purpose 
shelters, but the lawmakers finally decided that 
Federal money should be used for matching pur- 
poses only when shelters were erected solely for 
the purpose of air-raid protection, Behind this 
decision, undoubtedly, was visions of the Gov- 
ernment becoming involved in partnerships with 
cities and States sponsoring great varieties of 
devices under the label of “dual-purpose bomb 
shelter.” Perhaps the legislators envisioned a 
return of the “boontioggling” days of long ago. 


Nevertheless, if the Chief Executive of the . 
No. 1 target area declares the plan as finally 
evolved won't work, and cites overwhelming 
financial basis for his reasoning, it is apparent 
something should be done about the law. 


If Georgia is concerned about a shelter 
program for its largest centers of population, 
it is to the State’s interest that the conflict 
over the bomb-safety provisions of the Fed- 
eral law be ended. 


Gov. Talmadge in his inaugural address did 
not specifically mention the shelter program in 
the portion of his message dealing with civil de- 
fense; yet, if that program enters into the State’s 
planning for civil defense, it is imperative that 
action should be taken:

‘Deep Dip’ Plans 
Told by Snyder 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10—(P)— 
President Truman wants taxes 
raised high enough to balance the 
budget during the costly rearma- 
ment program. 

Secretary of the Treasury Sny- 
der gave notice of the President’s 
deep-dip ta xplans at a news con-. 
ference Wednesday. : 

Although the Treasury chief 
gave no figures, the program if 
enacted may mean an increase of 
nearly 30 percent over the present 
level, which is designed to bring 
a record $45,000,000,000 or more 
into the Government vaults. 

It also may mean a Federal 
sales tax, perhaps levied at the 
manutacturers’ level. 

Snyder said Mr. Truman will 
officially lay down his pay-as- 
you-go policy to Congress in his 
economic message Friday and his 
budget message Monday. 

“The President is going to say 
that the taxes to protect revenues 
should be levied to balance the 
budget,” Snyder declared, adding 
that the details would be pre- 
sented in a special tax message 
before Feb. 1. 

Pending those messages, there 
Was no official indication from 
the Treasury or the White House 
on the kind of taxes desired or 
even the size of next year’s budget 
which they are to finance.’ 


However, a Democratic Congres- 
sional leader who is in close touch 
with Administration plans said of-| 
ficial discussions revolve around| 
a $70,000,000,000 budget 8 and/) 


about $15,000,000,000 more taxes.’ 


Originally, he said, the budget had 
called for spending about $75,000,- 
000,000 in the next fiscal year 
which begins July 1, but this was 
scaled down some $5,000000,000. 

Sen. Anderson, Democrat, New 
Mexico, confirmed meanwhile 
that a national sales tax has been 
discussed as a possibility, at a 
meeting between some Senators 
and some high officials in the ex- 
ecutive branch of government.| 
Anderson said that particular tax 
was mentioned “just as one avenue 
of approach” to the problem of 
getting more revenue and was not 
advanced as a definite proposal. 

A general manufacturers’ excise 
tax already had been suggested as 
a big revenue producer by Rep. 
John McCormack, of Massachu-' 
setts, Democratic leader of the 
House. He renewed the suggestion 
Wednesday. 


World War in 195] 
Made 1,000 to 1 Shot 


LONDON, Jan. 10—P)— 
The organized bookmakers of 
Britain have decided on 1,000 
to 1 as the fair odds against 
a World War in 1951. 

This was the consensus at 
the annual dinner of the 
Bookmakers’ Protective As- 
sociation Tuestlay night. 
Bookmaking is legal here. 

Sid Hales, an old-timer in 
the organization, also offered 
to lay 500 to 1 against a World 
War in 1952. 

“And ‘when a bookmaker 
offers odds like that against 
anything,” he told reporters, 
“You can be sure it won't 
happen.”

Other suits have short, boxy 
coats, usually contrasting with 
the jacket, such as a slim black 
wool skirt worn with a black 
and white checked tweed coat, 
piped in black braid; or belted 
tunic coats. Fabrics include fine 
textured, patterned worsteds, 
blue serge, sheer woolens as 
well as Simpson’s perennial fa- 
vorites, the all-purpose silk 
suits of taffeta, silk alpaca, 
surah, faille and honan., 

Rather ghostly, ethereal chif- 
fons are used in a group of soft 
afternoon dresses with delicate 
bodices and skirts c6mposed en- 
tirely of lavers of floating 
panels, giving them a blithe 
spirit look. 

Many of the clothes do seem 
to float or glide, a device that is 
achieved with loose _ panels, 
swatches of chiffon drawn 
through a belt, sheer stoles that 
drift from under the arms and 
shee@ side draperies attached to 
dresses made of a heavier fab- 
ric. Christian Dior pulls a 
bright red chiffon scarf through 
the gold belt on a white linen 
sheath dress and Jacques Fath 
attaches a fan-shaped panel of 
soft gray silk organdy to the 
side of a delft-blue linen dress, 
fastened from the shoulder 
down with smoked pearl but- 
tons. 

Dior useS smoked pearl but- 
tons on both his suits and dres- 
ses. Suits of Dior’s have slight- 
ly longer jackets than’ we have 
seen elsewhere, more padding to 
the shoulders, more confined 
waistlines, often with crescent 
shaped back belts of the suit 
fabric or leather contour belts. 
and hips that are stiffened and 
curved. As usual, he. balances 
a straight or sharp line with a 
curve and softens a_ starkly 
simple dress with a large gentle 
collar, unpressed hipline tucks 
or puts a sheer chiffon handker- 
chief for contrast in a large 
side pocket. . 

The sleeve situation will bear 
watching. Suits and coats usual- 
ly have three-quarter length 
sleeves that emerge from both 
Dolman and “set-in armholes. 
Suits have small crisp turned- 
back cuffs and coats, with larg- 
er, loose sleeves have wider 
softer cuffs that turn back and 
often reveal a velvet or silk 
lining. Dress sleeves stop any- 
where from the shoulder down, 
and Maurice Rentner is intro- 
ducting an entirely new-type 
sleeve, called the Telescope 
This reaches to the elbow, stands 
away from the arm and is fit- 
ted into a round armhole. It is 
used on both dresses and suits, 
as are his telescope skirt and 
coats and capes.
